PROGRESS REPORT 

OF THE 

ARCHiEOLOGICAL SURVEY OF INDIA, WESTERN CIRCLE, 

FOR THE YEAR ENDING 3IST MARCH 1909. 


PART I. 

I . —OFFICE ROUTINE. 

During the last official year the changes in the establishment were as 

followsMr. Sitaram Dinkar Pitkar, who had been 
Personnel. a draftsman on the establishment for over 27 years, 

retired on a superannuation pension in August. A draftsman-photographer 
was taken on to assist Mr. D. R. Bhandarkar my assistant ; and a photographic 
assistant in the place of Mr. B. J. Michael, who resigned in December. 

2. The only old hand now left in the office is my head clerk, Mr. Narayan 
Mahadev Tatke, whose industry and application to his work continues to be 
very satisfactory. 

3 Durino- the monsoon recess we were fully occupied, and, as the work 

becomes heavier year by year, it also becomes more 
work at Head quarters. varie( j The preparation of our Progress Report, with 
the development of the negatives taken in the field, and the printing of the same; 
the preparation of articles for the Archaeological Survey Annual ; the writing 
no and printing of conservation notes on various works in the Circle ; work on 
the Museum coin catalogue ; the perusal of estimates for conservation work ; 
aud the sorting and arranging of inscription impressions occupy us pretty fully, 
leaving little time for the many minor matters connected with the office routine 

and the museum. 

II. —THE YEAR’S WORK. 

4 The beginning of the official year found us at Parjapur, about which 

place 1 have already written a note in my last Progress 
Superintendent’s Tour. Report. I have previously pointed out the incon¬ 
venience of making our year under report that of the official year, which does not 
correspond to the ordinary working periods of the Survey. Thus I cannot help 
but write up the whole season’s operations each year, though it goes a month or 
so beyond the strictly prescribed limit—the 30 th March. It would be hig y 
inconvenient to describe part of a particular work, like the excavation at 
Pariapur, in one report, and a continuation of the same, a whole twelve months 
afterwards, in the next. The work of the commencement of the official year 
under report, that is, the end of the last touring seasou, has, therefore, been 
reported in my last, namely, the visits made to Juunar and Bijapur. 

5 . In October I accompanied His Excellency the 
silapar. Governor over the old buildings and ruins of Bijapur. 
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Elephanta.

6. In the same month I attended the opening of the Ajmer Museum at 

the invitation of the Agent to the Governor-General 
for Rajputana, being a member, in my official capacity, 
of the advisory and working committees of the same. 

7. Elephanta was visited in the beginning of November in connection 
with the great fall of rock that had tuken place before 
the entrance to the great cave during the monsoon. 

8. An inspection visit was made to the Bhaja Caves in the same month; 
and later on to Thana, as I had been requested to 
report upon the old Church of St. John the Baptist, 
the Vicar of which had appealed to Government for 

funds for its repair on the grounds of it being an ancient building worthy of 
being conserved. 

9. My services were asked for by the Central Provinces Government to 

act as Juror on the Committee of the Central Provinces 
B^rtTrExhiNuon!" 6 * 3 ao<I and Berar Exhibition, and I was at Nagpur for this 

purpose for a week towards the end of November. 

10. Most of the month of December was devoted to a tour in Gujarat. 

Mudhera. Mudhera, in His Highness the Gaikwad’s territory, 

was visited, and the fine old ruined temple of Surya 
was thoroughly inspected, and notes were made, in conjunction with a Baroda 
Public Works Department official, for repairs and conservation. 

11. Works under repair at Ahmadabad were also inspected, especially a 

heavy one in connection with the old palace at Sarkhej, 
which I was able to reduce considerably. Fresh 
remains, not previously visited, at Bhavka, Lilvadev, 

Ratanpur and Richya were examined. Descriptions of these will be found in 
Part II of this report. 

12.. I may mention the great inconvenience we were put to by the Railway 
Companies in the delay in carrying our tents and kit to Dohad in the Panch 
Mahals. The things were handed over to the G. I. P. Railway in Poona on 
the 1st December and only arrived at Dohad on the 20th idem, that is, they 
travelled at the average rate of about one mile per hour, half the speed of a 
bullock cart! We had to leave before they turned up, and to request the 
Station Master to re-direct them to Hyderabad, Sind; our next camp after the 
Christmas holidays. To take such things by -passenger train would soon run 
away with our slender contingent allowance. 

13. Immediately after the Christmas holidays Major Prideaux, Political 
Bahrein excavations. Agent, Bahrein, arrived with a number of cases full 

of pottery, etc., which he had excavated in that 
island in the Persian Gulf. Mr. Marshall had asked me to receive them into 
the Poona Museum and to help him in setting them up. This prevented me 
from starting for Sind until the 10th January. An article on his excavations 
at this place is to appear in the Archaiological Survey Annual. 

14. In Sind our chief work lay at Brahmanabad. Further excavation 

Brahmanabad. here had been included in the programmes of several 

previous Progress Reports, but had to be abandoned 
owing to more pressing work elsewhere. My main object in visiting the place 
again was to try and ascertain, once for all, whether the site was of sufficient 
interest to warrant Government in stopping the constant removal of fertilizing 
earth from the spot by villagers, and to conserve the place for more detailed 
excavation in future. The results of my investigations here are recorded in the 
second part of this report. 

15. At Hyderabad I met the Director-General 

Hyderabad sind. of Archaeology, and went over the Kalhora and Talpur 

tombs there with him. 

16. Having had a note from Mr. Mackenzie, Deputy Commissioner of Thar 
Mirpur Kha* ft nd Parkar, calling my attention to the brick mounds 

at Mirpur Khas, I visited that place on my return 
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from Brahroanabad; and, although the site is absolutely ruinous, I was gratified 
to find that, unlike Brahmunabad, it marked the location of a stupa surrounded 
by Buddhist monasteries—a purely religious site. I am including a further 
visit to this place in my programme for next season, to excavate and carry out 
further exploration on the site. 

17. On my way back to Poona I attended a meeting of the working 

Committee of the Rajputana Museum at Ajmer, 
and inspected the work being carried out at Mount 
Abu. 


IS. As my next camp was to be at Aihole, I had to allow time for my 

tents and kit to come down from Sind, partly by sea 
veogorU, and partly by rail. This interval, between the 13th 

Bjjapur. March and the 14th April, was divided between work 

at Head-quarters ; visits to Elephanta, where ray advice was sought respecting 
the work of rebuilding pillars in the cave; a visit to Vengurla to report to 
Government on the old Dutch Factory there; and four days at Bijapur, to 
consult with the Executive Engineer about fresh difficulties that had arisen 
regarding the work proposed on the two buildings, the Ibrahim Hauza and the 
Asar Mahal. 

19. Aihole was eventually reached on the 14th of April, where the rest of 

the month was spent revelling amongst the grand old 
A,h5,e ‘ remains of the 5th, Gth and 7th centuries at that 

place. A short description is given in Part II of this report.

20. The commencement of the official year found us at Kumalgadh in 

Mewar.* The month preceding it, i.e., March 1908, had 
Kumalgadh. been spent in Godvad in the Jodhpur State. The most 

convenient route to this fort was the one through Godvad; and, as, at the end of 
March, I was in that part of the province which was nearest to Kumalgadh, 

I seized that opportunity of visiting the fort. A description of the various 
antiquarian monuments thereon will be found in Part II of this report. 

21. Our tour in Godvad was afterwards resumed, and we visited Nadol and 

Nadlai, two of the Jaina pancha-tirthas in Marwar. 
Nadol, again, was the capital of the earlier Marwar 
Chohans. This brought our touring season of 1908 to 

an end. 

22. The next touring season began with a visit to the museum of the Bombay 

Asiatic Society, where some sculptures, interesting 
Bombay. from the iconographic point of view, were photographed. 

23. We thereafter resumed our unfinished work in Godvad. We commenced 

with Barkana. This terminated our visit to the 
Barkana. pancha-tirthas of Marwar. The latter are Ran pur, 

Ghanerav, Nadol, Nadlai and Barkana. They are all in the province of Godvad. 
Of these, Ran pur and Ghanerav were visited last official year. From Barkana 
some of the surrounding villages such as Bijva, Khimel, and so forth, were also 
visited. 

24. In the last week of November I was at Ajmer, where I took the oppor¬ 

tunity to inspect the sculptures and inscription stones 
A l mer ‘ gathered in the museum, the credit for which is all due 

to Pandit Gaurisliankar Ojha. Two of the former, which are interesting, were 
photographed. Most of the latter are from the Tawarikh Mehkma, Jodhpur. 
Impressions of these inscriptions were taken two years ago, when I first saw 
Jodhpur. Only those, therefore, that were new were copied. Ot these new ones, 
one is particularly interesting. The contents thereof will be noticed further in 
Part II. 

25. From Ajmer I went to Auwa in the Sojat District, Jodhpur State. 

Intimation that it contained an old temple had been 
Auwa - received last year, but then the season was too far 

advanced and Auwa itself was too far removed from where I was working to 
enable me to go there. After the end of that season, Munshi Devi Prasad of 
Jodhpur was able to see this place and to assure me that the information I had 
received was correct. I, therefore, went to Auwa, where I photographed the 
temple, which is a 9th century edifice, and took impressions of the inscriptions 
therein. 

26. From Auwa I again resumed my work in Godvad about the beginning 

of December. I was to visit Sanderav, but Jawalesvar 
jawaiesvar. was j Q the wa y aa d had become a place of great 

interest by the excavation work carried on by a treasure-seeker there during 

the previous year. I, therefore, halted there, and then 
proceeded to Saiulerav, where the Jaina temple and 
a chhatri were photographed and inscriptions copied. 
About the end of December I saw Bisalpur and the surrounding villages, but 
nothing of importance was found. At the beginning of January I proceeded to 
Korta "where old Jaina temples were reported as existing. After doing the 

necessary work, I visited Bamnera and PaladI from 
Korta - here. At the former place three new copper-plate 

inscriptions came to light.

27. This completed our work in the province of Godvad. After leaving 
Korta I was, according to my previous plan, to visit Ramsen, Ratanpura and 
Chitrodi of the Jaswantpura District, but as I was to meet the Director-General 
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of Archaeology at Jodhpur about the middle of February, I had to give' it up.

XI.—EPIGRAPHY. 

64. The following is Mr. Bhandarkar’s summary of the year’s epigraphical 
work as carried out in the CircleThis season sixty-nine inscriptions were 
copied in the usual course of the annual survey tour ; but, in addition to these 
estampages were prepared in duplicate of the ASoka edicts at Juna<nulh' 
under the instructions of the Bombay Government, General Department! 
communicated in their letter No. 5086 of 12th August 1908, and were despatch¬ 
ed to the Director-General of Archaeology to be forwarded to Professor 
h. Hultzsch who has undertaken the work of revising the Corpus Inscriptionum 
Indicarum, Volume I. Estampages of the Sanchi and Rupuath edicts, which 
had been made some years ago, and were lying in our office, were also sent to the 
Director-General. 

Go. Of the sixty-nine inscriptions copied, ten are copper-plate grants and 
tfie rest are incised on stoue. Of the last, seventeen are from Aihoje in the 
Bijapur District and the remaining from Rrijputana. Of the stone inscriptions 
in Rajputana, that from Samoli, now deposited in the Ajmer Museum, is the 
most important. It is dated V. S. 7<J3 (A. D. 646), and refers itself to the 
reign of Siladitya, one of the earliest Guhila princes of Mewar. Two more 
inscriptions from the same Museum deserve a passing notice. They are from 
Arthinm and pertain to that Paramara dynasty, a record of which is noticed 
m the Indian Antiquary, Volume XXII, p. 80. Of the inscriptions in Marwar, 
those that are worthy of note are (1) an inscription discovered in a temple at 
Auwa with the date A . S. 1132 for an early Sonigara Jindrapala, son of •Auahila; 
(2) an epigraph in th e topkhana at Jalor, dated V. S. 1274, describing an alto! 
gether new 1 aramara line; and (3) another inscription at the same place, furnishing 
the date \ . S. 1-39 for the Sonigara Samarasiriiha. This is, in fact, the first 
inscription found of that king. Of the copper-plate charters, that from Kalidal 
is the most interesting. It does not register a grant, as almost all other 
copper-plates do, but sets forth rules and regulations regarding fiscal civil 
and criminal procedure issued by Vishnushena at the request of the’bania 
class Near the end of the inscription are the sign-manual of Vishnushena 
and the date V S. 6o9 (A. D. 602), followed by the sign-manual of his 
overlord bamantavanti and his date K. S. 357 (A. D. G06). 

C - B rown, I. C.S., Collector of the Panch Mahals, was good 
enough to send to our office tracings of two inscriptions from Lilvadev. Both of 
them are of the 14 th century; yet they are not uninteresting in their own way 
Major H. D. Merewether, Political Agent of the Mabl-Kantha Agency, was 
also kind enough to send us two copper-plates found in the bungalow of the 
ate Chief ot Kalidal. ihe inscription thereon has been noticed above.

69. The following report has been received from the Honorary Secretary, 
Bombay Branch of the Royal Asiatic Society, with reference to the distribution 
of Treasure Trove by the Government of Bombay during the year ending 
June 1909:— 

“The number of coins reported on and distributed under the Treasure 
Trove Act during the year ending June 1909 was 615. Of these 198 were 
received from the Collector of Ahmednagar, 110 from the Collector of Nasik, 
65 from the Collector of Poona, 24 from the Collector of Larkana, 48 from the 
Mamlatdar of Mahim, Thana District, 30 from the Collector of Satara and 
46 from the Collector of Belgaum. Twelve of the coins received from 
the Collector of Larkana, which were debased specimens of the silver 
Moghul coins were returned to him as they were not worth acquiring for pre¬ 
sentation to the institutions receiving the treasure trove coins. The other

“ Besides these, 48 coins found in the Sholapur District, and 103 in the 
Bijapur District, have been recommended for acquisition. Their classification 
by the metal aud the series to which they belong and their distribution will be 
specified in the next report. 

“ Perhaps the most striking find was of six Sassanian gold coins discovered 
in the Larkana District. They are in fine condition, and their peculiarity is the 
head-dress of the King on the obverse which differs from what is generally 
seen on these coins. Mr. Cousens is of opinion that the so-called globe of the 
head is nothing more than a jewelled aigrette somewhat like that on Plate XXV, 
Figure in Cunningham’s “Mahabodhi.” The coins probably belong to 
about the 5th century A. D. 
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"Among tha coins of the Path an Kings of Delhi, received from the 
Maiidabdur of Taluku Mahim, Than a District, may be mentioned 4 gold coins, 
3 largo and 1 small.

In addition to fragmentary legends on the obverse and reverse, they have on the

Xlll—MUSEUMS. 


85. Progress has been made with the new Prince of Wales Museum at 

Bombay. A fresh design has been made and the 
Bombay - excavations for the foundations have been begun. In 

the meantime objects are being collected for it, and coins are being set aside by 
the coin distributing agency, the Bombay Branch, Royal Asiatic Society. 
During the year ending June, 1909, sixty-three coins have been allotted under 
the Treasure Trove Act, viz., gold, silver, and copper, and these are being kept 
by the Society until the Museum is ready. Sculptures, inscribed stones, etc., 
w hich are also being stored by the Society for the Museum, have had no 
additions made to them, there being no more room for them. The Honorary 
Secretary forwarded a circular letter to all the Collectors, asking them to keep 
all such contributions in the Mamlatdars’ kacheris until required.. 


86. Exhibits collected for the Prince of Wales Museum of Western India, 
and in charge of the Honorary Secretary are as follows : Original drawing by 
Mr. 8idney Hall of one of the panels on the pedestal of the equestrian statue 
of the Prince of Wales (King Edward), purchased from Mr. William 
Glassley for £3-3-0, i.e., Rs. 47-8-0 in June 1906. Plaster cast of Buddha’s 
head by Mrs. Lockwood Kipling, presented by Mrs. Gratten-Geary on 19th July 
190^. Four deal wood cases containing stone fragments obtained from tho 
district of Behan, received from the Assistant Resident of Aden in June 1908 
and deposited in the Record Office, Bombay, for safe custody. Documents 
extracted from the nine files relating to tho Persian and Abyssinian Expedition 
considered suitable for presentation to the Museum, received from the Commis¬ 
sioner in Sind on 21st July 1908. One hundred-rupee note of the old Bank of 
Bombay, 1 fifty-rupee note of the old Bank of Bombay, 1 twenty-five rupee 
note of the old Bank of Bombay, 1 ten-rupee note of the old Bank of Bombay, 
purchased from Mr. D. P. Shroff for Rs. 185 on 15th October 1908. Three 
old palm-leaf books, received from the Mamlatdar of Nawalgund in Apnl 1909. 

87. During the year 1908 the coin cabinet of the Society’s own Museum 
was increased by 77 coins, viz., 4 gold, 54 silver, 18 copper and 1 of mixed 
metal. To their Museum was added an onyx seal bearing a portrait engraved 
upon it, presented by a lady. 

88. Nothing of interest has been added to the antiquarian section of the 
Victoria and Albert Museum during-the year. 


89. The Poona Museum, in my own charge, has received the following 

additions, vis., 9 gold, 144 silver and 17 copper coins : 
Poona - total 170. In these are included the handsome present 

of 57 silver Kshatrapa coins from Mr. Mirza Abbas Ali Baig, Diwan of 
Junagad, which formed part of the Uparkot hoard described by the ltev 
Mr Scott in the Journ. B. B. R. A. S. Vol. XX, p. 201. A beautiful old carved 
wood porch from some Jaina temple in Gujarat was presented by Mr. Marshall, 
Director-General of Archeology. Other additions to the Museum were a 
quantity of old carved bricks, coins, beads, etc., from Brahmannbad and Mirpur 
Khas, Sind, and a beautiful little ribbed glass bowl, the only whole article of 
glass as yet recovered from the ruins at the former place.

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This has always puzzled visitors, for its use is not apparent from a cursory 
examination of its exterior; and the ruin was such that there were no features 
about it to lead one to think it more than the stump of some old watch-tower 
or similar structure. My funds were too small, when at Brahmanabad the 
last time, to attempt the heavy excavation necessary to find out more about it. 
But this I did at my last visit. 

128. The tower would appear to have been about 30 feet square, rising from 
abasement 50 feet square. It stood, at our visit, 36 feet above the general 
ground level around it; but this is only a portion of its western side, and it 
probably rose, when complete, to at least 40 feet above ground level or the top 
of the basement, which is about the same. In the centre of Ibis great mass of 
brickwork is a chamber about 7 feet square, the surface brickwork of which is 
finished off smooth like the outside portion of the wall on the west. The floor of 
this chamber was 10 feet 6 inches above ground level. The top was open, 
having been destroyed. Beneath the floor, the solid brickwork goes down to a 
depth of 27 feet before virgin soil is reached. An entrance seems to have come 
in to this chamber from the north by the west side of the chamber, for the 
bricks on either side of the passage are finished off with a clean surface. As far as 
indications point, it appears that this passage ascended on the west side of 
the chamber as a staircase, rising round the four sides of the chamber to the top 
of the tower. Over this passage, where it enters the side of the chamber, was 
an arch, the bricks of the arching still projecting from either side, to carry on 
the staircase across it, above; after which, judging from the holes in the wall, it 
was continued in wood. On the floor of the chamber were found the rotted 
powder of four cross-beams, lying each across one corner, and forming an inner 
square frame, diagonally set to the sides of the chamber, the ends of the beams 
being let into the side walls. Beneath these it was solid, hard, well-laid brick¬ 
work to the bottom, while, above them, was a layer of loose bricks, with no 
regular arrangement, among which were found fragments of carved and deco¬ 
rated brickwork, similar to that found in Buddhist stupas in Sind. The 
chamber was empty,-and, as stated above, was open to the sky. I drove a well 
through the brick-work, below the floor, the full size of the chamber, down 27 
feet to virgin soil without finding anything more than bricks and hard labour. 
Running crosswise, partly beneath the south-west corner of the great basement, 
is another of these mysterious drains, but much larger and more elaborately 
constructed than that at our first excavation. The channel in this drain is 2' 2" 
deep by 1' broad, and, in addition to the flat bricks corbelling inwards to cover 
it above, it is further protected by solid arching of bricks set on edge. Its 
trend is towards the river. The bricks in this drain are of the very largest size, 
like those in the other drain already described. The bricks in the bottom of the 
well, sixteen feet below the floor of the chamber, measured 17" X 10|" X 2£". 

129. I am inclined to think this thul is the ruin of a reconstruction at a 
later time, of an earlier Buddhist stupa, and that the decorated bricks found in it 
were a few from the exterior decoration of the original building. The chamber 
was perhaps used as a shrine to hold some relic or image. Lime mortar has 
been plentifully used in the brickwork of the great basement, but mud would 
appear to have been the cementing material of the whole of the superstructure 
and the heart of the tower around and below the chamber. 


130. As I am to write a further article upon Brahmanabad for our Survey 
Annual I wiU content myself here with this brief outline of our last digging 
upon the site. We brought away a quantity of old coins, beads and other smaii 
articles, but the most unique object of all is a small ribbed melon-shaped glass 
vessel, being the first whole glass vessel obtained from the ruins. These are 
bein" added to the Poona Museum attached to my office.

131. While at Brahmanabad Mr. Mackenzie, Deputy Commissioner of Thar 

and Parkar, drew my attention to the old ruined thul 
Mirpar as. or 8 tupa at Mlrpur Khas. An account of some images 

found here is given in the Journal of \he Bombay Brauch of the Royal Asiatic 
Society, Yol. XIX, page 44. On my return from Brahmanabad I halted a 
couple of days here. The mounds lie about half a mile to the north of the town, 
are compact, and not very extensive. They cover, roughly, about ten acres. 

b 768—9 * 
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Towards the north end of the site is the ruined stump, in sun-dried bricks, of an 
old stupa , which must have had a decorated outer casing of beautifully carved 
brickwork. Much of this still lies about, and I gathered' about a cartload, 
some of the best of which I brought away, leaving the rest in the charge of 
the Executive Engineer. But as we learn from the account mentioned aSove, 
most of the brickwork was carried off for use on the railway when under con¬ 
struction. 

132. Forming a circle surrounding tire stupa are large mounds w hich appear 
to be the sites of monastic establishments, while to the south are others uncon¬ 
nected with this group. The whole place has been a quarry for brick, which has 
even been dug out of the very foundations of the walls. 

133. The stump of the stupa , as it stands, looks as if it had not been dis¬ 
turbed beyond the stripping of the outer brickwork. It is a great solid mass of 
sun-dried brick laid in mud. 

134. Lying upon the ground was found a fragment forming nearly the half 
of a ddgobd'Tee, of burnt clay, in one piece, with the large hole in the centre for 
the staff of the umbrella. 

135. llie site, although so desolate and devastated by the contractor and 
other vandals, might still repay a little djgging and investigation. The whole seems 
to bo the site of a largo Buddhist monastic establishment grouped about the 
large stupa and is thus of altogether a different nature to the more extensive 
ruins of Briihuiauabad (Photos. Nos. 3146-3148). 

136. The remains at Aihoje, in the Bijapur District, were first visited by the 

Aihofe- Survey when Dr. Burgess went there in 1874. His 

. .time was so short, it being the end of the season, that 
he was not able to give it the attention it deserved. Under his directions I 
visited the place in March 1885, to obtain more material in the wav of drawings, 
photographs, inscription impressions, and further notes. At that time I was 
but an abecedarian in these studies, and could not appreciate to the full the 
meaning of what is written so plainly upon the surface of these grand old monu¬ 
ments. My visit during the last season, then, opened my eyes to much that we 
had not previously noted, although the visit was primarily made for the purpose 
ol settling upon the measures of conservation necessary to maintain them in as 
good a state as possible. A proposal to bring away sculptures from a certain 
ruined old shrine to the Bijapur Museum needed to be considered on the spot. 

_ 137 1 J wa f accompanied to Aihole by Mr. G. V. Kokje, the Sub-Divisional 
Officer stationed at Bagalkot.and theMaislri Danappa.who was for many years 
at Bijapur and did so much useful work on the oid buildings there. With them 
I went over c\ery building of interest explaining what measures were necessary 
in each case l hey took notes themselves during the progress of this inspection : 
my own will be printed and submitted as soon as this Progress Report is off un¬ 
hands. I he accompanying map will give some idea of the great number of 
remain^ m and around this small village. As I have already w ritten and sent 
m an illustrated article for our Annual upon these old temples it will be un¬ 
necessary to describe them at any length here. Dr. Burgess’ account of some 
of them will be found in his first Report, now reckoned as the first volume of 
the ISew Imperial Senes (Photos. Nos. 3149-3222).

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PROGRESS REPORT OF THE ASSISTANT SUPERINTENDENT. 


UDAIPUR STATE. 


1 . Last year's report contained a description of t he various antiquarian 
situs in Eastern Mam Ar that I visited up to the end of March 1908, * The mouth 
of April following, which was the first month of the new official year, but the 
IdhI of the tourin'* season, was spent by mu in vimting Kumalgailh, Deeutf, 
Nivllfu, and Nadol.

Wo wont to Kiinialga jh r i<i De-mri, Jihva.la and Kailwii-la, 
hut enriio back by the other pass, flic mud fmm iJcsfiri tu Jdwnrja was in 
excellent condition a.4 it had been repaired by the Jeina laity for the so m glut 
described in the last report ; but that from Jilwhda to Kutualgadh ivaa just 
what might be expected in Me war.

Kailwfulu, wbii ll is the principal town of the district 
jiiwa a. 0 f K utualgadh, and is about three miles below the fort. 

It is at the entrance to the valley called Shero Naili, which runs south for 
gome miles between two high ranges of hills. The western of these ranges is 
called the Jargnh bill, the highest point of which is 4,239 feet above the sea 
level, Kail wadi mid the surrounding mountainous region were the place of 
refuge of the Kdnas when driven from Chitor and the plains of the Hands; (Inis, 
e. y., when Chitor was captured by AliWnd-Dm and Lakiiainsi billed in battle, 
Ilona Ajaysl, the survivor, fted to Kailwiida with his relatives and followers. 

I t wns this Kailwiida that vim the scene of the youthful exploits of his nephew 
Ilamir, who afterwards regained the lout Hiicui'iral dominions. IT is name is 
still preserved in that of a spacious lake, almost a mite south of the village, 
called ilninir tataa % and built by him together with a temple of Vishnu on its 
bunk. Both* the temple ami the lake were repaired by Maharann. Sarup Singh 
in about A. D. lS50, There are only four temples at Kailwada, two Jaimv and 
two YimhTirtva. Uf these the only one worth noting is the larger of the Jaiuu 
temples. Thin has twenty-four sul>sidiary cells and appears to have been erected 
about the mme time as tiic fort of Kumnlgadh.

3. Between the Holla and the Hatiumfin po(ts is a step-well known as 
Bdttn/tiiha-ti hdcdl. This emperor h nupposecl to bo otic of tlm Gujarat Sultans, 
who were often at war with the Udaipur lianas. Hero again may hu notieod 
qui^ a number of devlis or small memorial atones spread frmu the well up 

tc the Hanuraan gate. But the objects of real antiijuarkn interest are brought 
to view when the Haiti or the V ijny pot is pa-sed. A number of temples, Mtuall 
ntid large, finished and unfinished, are f+wen, but none of tho'n appears to be 
wirlier than the 13th century. If one gwa straight to the north, when the Kmu 
jotff is rowkd, he praass by three tanks, via, the \ udvnv, the Chhipela, and 
ttm Fhutyo futile.

111 
the midst of her numerous family, including the greater or lBw6r .liv.mtt®. 
Thev 'ire alt of the purest marble, each about three feet ui height, and tolerably 
enecuted, though evidently since the decline of the art, of which very few good 
specimens exist, executed within the last seven denture?*. The temple is vury 
aim pie and primitive, con siatiug but of a long bull, around winch the gods are 
ranged, without either niche or altar. 

■■'rim most interesting portion of this temple is its wurt, formed by a 
substantial wall enclosing a tolerable area. The interior of the* wiill had 
been entirely covered wWi immense tablets of black marble, on which was 
inscribed the history of their g*«ls, and, what was of mhuitely iBMtw iieimrtanee 
that of the mortal prinoes who bad erected the tablets m tboir honuiir. But 
what a sight lor the antiquary ? Not one of the many tablets was entire : the 
fragments wore strewed about, or placed in position to receive the flesh-pots of 
the flaofl q( X&hfitaglj the roereenury Bohillu Afghan* 

4 Thu tablets and most of the images of the divinities referred to by Tod, 
which were for Imig lying utterly u neared for, were a few years uoramd 
by Pandit Gaurishankar Ojhiv to the Museum at Udaipur. The fragmuite of 
the tablets, en fur as a thorough search could bring to light, were picked up and 
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together l>y bins, and can now be easily deciphered there. The importance 
oftheue in&irjptiuns can never he overrated. They net forth the history of 
Me war from the time of Guhilu, the founder of the Udaipur family, to Rnnn 
Kumbha. Knrabhakiiriin seems to have taken great pains to’ collect old 
inscriptions of his family in order to enable him to prepare n reliable genealogical 
list. Thus two verses from the Chitorgadh inscription of V. 8/1331 have 
been quo toil in rme of these tablets. One of these verses is important, and 
is the imr Wgiiming with Jiyad-Ananda~pSrv^in t etc. The importance of it 
-t eius to hove escaped the attention of even such a lynx-eyed antiquarian as 
Professor K milium, And in the B/iannagar ’Prakrit and Sanskrit Inscriptions 
volume, where alw the inscription is published, the translation given of this 
verse is entirely erroneous. The verse clearly tells us that there was a prospers uh 
inwn of the name of Atinudupura, and it wan from this place that the liruhmiin 
Snppa came ntul worshipped the $ugt> HnrTtoraji, A verse of similar import 
occurs itj the Ubalihga-titdkAlmyti composed by Kumbha. Therein also Kumbha 
quotes several Verve* IVoni other inscriptions, and we are in this work prepared 
by him to regard them ns quotation* by the prefatory remark; yad-itiJam 
purittanaih ktwibhik (its said by the poets of yore). One such verse runs

The translation, though very imperfect, 
leaves, however, n<» doubt ns to the verse in question having occurred in the 
inscription. But this matter has now been set beyond all doubt by Pandit 
Gauriflhankar l >j Im. 1 hi* indefatigable antiquarian van a t lust able to secure the 

itn^iiinl transcript of the inscription, prepared by Uyanchoud, the Jati, who was 
of immense service to Tod in writing his work the' 4 Annals and Antiquities of 
IfiynstlmoA It was fouml in the bkantjnr of bis pupil's pupil, Uuncschnml, nt 
Maiidul near Bhiiw&ru, ,i railway station nit thy Ajuier-Klmnduu line in 
tlio Udaipur territory. And the transcript, ns was surmised, docs contain thu 

verse in quasi .. Sow, the inscription is dated. V. S, |034 isAJJ. If77. 

*li«t the tradition about the Brfihmnn origin of the Udaipur family' was current 
early as the 10ih century. It is worthy of note that Gnhadatta, the founder 
of the dynasty, is said to have bdongod to a Brahman family that hud come 
from Anamlnpum. Anandupara ta obviously Vm|oagar, and the conclusion in 
irreMstible that the Brahman family was of the Nhgur caste. If any further 
pmof is need id, it is furnished by the EktUihgn-mdhdt, my a itself, which distinctly 
tell* us in so many words that their founder was a Brahman of the Nagar caste. 
This subject has been fully discussed in my paper on the “ Guhilots ” which f 
have contributed to the Jour. Jleng. A#. Soa. 

5, Now, to reinru from where T have digressed. Tod says that the 
temple was dedicated to Mn.tuad«vl, but certainly people there say that it is of 
M am fide vn, mid not MfiinudevL This k a!^< confirmed by tho fact that the 
image in the shrine, though half buried underground, ie uiiqaestionably of a god 
and not of a goddess But the question is: who is Mnumdevn ? The tmoges 
at present existing in the temple and even those removed to the Udaipur 
Museum all contain inscriptions in which the place is called simply Vafci 
Two of them, however, give Urn longer name Matula-vata or Mama-vat^ 
Jfutuht is dnubtfsaa the same as mAvid, b^tb meaning tlie maternal uncle 
But why the edifice is called Mfitula-vnta and how it eaniu to be supposed to 
be dedicated to Mumadeva are matters which are at present inexplicable 
Kuiubhakurna is ?uppoaed t» have built this temple. But the inscriptions on /.|J 
the imngu-s found here s|)«ak of them as having been “ set up in this Vata/’ U 
fi« htul really erected it, they would have simply stated that the imaged were 
set up by him, without the words “ this Vata." Again, in all the temple* built 
I»y Kumbha, if there exist any images, they are invariably placed in mchc- 
fitting them, But here they arc placed simply against the walla, ramotimes on 
the ledge, whore it exists, or else resting un the floor lUclf. The plan of the 


Wilding also is ugainst :W supposition that it was raised by him. For it had 
originally four doors, throe of which arc still extant, the fourth, L the back 
one, being closed obviously whan it was converted v> other uses. The interior 
also bad four pillars, showing clearly that it enshrined a Cfmumukh Wag** and 
that the edifice also was originally a Juitia Chmunukh temple. AJ1 these 
considerations provy that Urn tmupla of .Muutndeva was originally a Jain a 
fane, hut that it was afterwards decorated by Kin a Kumbha with, B mb manic 
images in V. 8. 1515-16—A. IX M58-M), 

6. The images removed to Udaipur are of two classes. One class re¬ 
presents the various snpln-xaStri^ or Seven Mothers, and the second, the different 
forms of Vishnu, such us Ked&va, Madbnvu, and so forth. It is a well-known 
thing that Visioni bus four hands and bears in them the four objects, conch, 
discus, mace and lotus. By parintiUtum these objects can hu held in the four 
bauds in twenty-four different ways. And this is the reason, it is alleged, why 
we Imvc twenty-four forms of Vishnu, whose imines arc always repeated at least 
twice by an orthodox Brahma i> before his morning and evening prayers. Thy 
Priddha fat rl/ci -4rn f'tti makes an attempt to set forth what manner of bearing 
tbese objects determine what form of Vishljtl, and it would certainly be of 
some importance in the interest of JJrahtnauical iconography, to see whether 
iho images of the various forma, 'nrigiindly at the temple of Mdtitaduva but now 
deposited in the Udaipur Museum, follow the rules prescribed in the *>nriti. 
Thu images that are in situ arc five, They are all in the varaiulnh facing the 
west. Of those, throe ure on the right, and two on the left, or the visitor aa hi. 
enters the building. Of the first, one is of Guiicla, another of Prithvi raja and 
the third of Frith vl, Figures of Gape^aarc, «>f course, met with everywhere, 
hut this is the first time that I saw th se of Prithvi and Frith vlriiju, There 
Ciin tw no doubt that they are of Prithvi and Prithvi raj a, for the inscriptions 
on them specify those names. The former is represented with four hands, ami 
is seated with both feet drawn up, and the latter with six hands, with a beard, 
a. nimbus behind his head, and seated with right foot dangling down below, 
prithvi we can understand to bn the goddess Earth, but who Prithvi raja 
is cannot even be surmised. Of the remaining two images oun i» of 
MnliaWkshmi ami the ether of Dhonndu, i. r., liubera (Photo. Xo. 3011}* 
The former is what in ordinarily known as Gaja-Lskhlmii, but the Utter is of 
souifi importance from the iconctgmphic point of view, it appears originally 
to have possessed at least six hands, of which all but one have been broken off 
The trident and the rosary seem to be two of the object* held in them. Une 
band doubtless went round tins waist of his conaort, who is seated on his 
left lap. Kubera himself is represented ns seated 0-H nn elephant. This 
is worthy of note, fur popularly the man appears to hu his cnfiautt or vehicle, as 
his other tin me Nuruvahaiia shows. Again, by eoiuu his rdfuma is supposed to 
be the home, and it is sometimes even contended that- the elephant is the vehicle 
not, of Kubem, but of Indra. But all the sculptures of K uhum, that I have «n 
far seen, represent the elephant, ami only two, the man, as bis riiham. But 1 
have not met with a single instance in Rfyputiinn, wh^rt the horse is shown as 
his vehicle, though une instance is not unknown from Gujarat, 

7. Xot only the temple of Mmnadeva hut ita vicinity also is fatuous for 
ita local mtsociacions. Uu the batik of the tank to the south, but near this 
temple, it is said, Rami Kumbha was once silting when “ his life, which nature 
was about to close, terminated by the poniard of au assassin—that assassin, his 
sou 1 11 HU Hume waa TTda, who has since then been known in the history of 
\fowar as Atittfdrd or the parricide, Behind the temple ban odd or raised' 
dais, from where Tam, wife of Pfithyiraja, used to snoot tigers. An account 
ol tho exploits of this husband and wife would bu out ot place here, especially

exbur Therein is a memorial atone on which various small figures are sculptured 
on each one of its fuiir sides, with small inscriptions, above, descriptive ot them 
(Photo. No. 3018}. Thu® on the east side it boors five figures, the central 
one of which rides a house. He is called Prithmijnji, L i’., Prilhvlrnja, and the 
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horn, SahaTiadivii, Immediately an his right is Bil Tarfule and farther Biu 
Pomade, On hi:. left also there tire two figures, the names of which are, how- 
over, pone. On the north aide, in the centre, is n tihga, behind which is a male 
flanked by two females on each aide* Tin* male must be Prithvlrajn, who 
touches the lihga with his hat ids, which again ore touched by tho right and loft 
hands of the females near his immediate left and right. The name* of the 
females on ids right are B;ii JJiru ami Bal 'S auiinni) and, on his left; Bai 
Sehajalad-.- and Bal Mhihdliarmle. On the west side is, in the centra, a throne 
occupied by three females, the middle one of which is Bal Itiitiibhaladc. On 
her right is Bai Ko^uUmde, and on her left Bhi JevamUim. There are other 
females standing mi each side. On the south side lire in the centre, Prithvirhja, 
standing and with his hands holding a sword and a shield, and Bat Nanuiigude 
and Bal Bhiigubai on his right, and Bai Bhngavatnrii and Bni Kalh on his left. 

8, To the north of the fort but to the west of the temple of Mimadevs, 

II. after clearing the iuteiveiling hill, comes the Jaina temple of PittaiindovA 
(Photos. No.-. 3012-1 3). It faces the east, ami consists of a taMdimndvp i and 
a shrine. The former is ncre&sible on three sides, i. e. f from the cast, north and 
m tilth. The latter has four door.s, and in the centre of the interior are the 
remains of a pedestal with four pillars at (ho corners uhvimislv supporting a 
canopy over it. There can hardly he a doubt that this was a c/nrumitfch temple, 
though the imago placed on the pedestal cannot now be traced, Probably this 
image was of brass as the word pitlalid shows, 

9, To the east of the temple of Mdmadeva arc scattered the ruins of many 
old stone houses, said to have been of the old lU\>nan-hae t i, a, the Bra I nun u 

IJ, locality mi the fort To the soul h of this is the temple of Gel era (Photo, No. 3009). 
It is so called because it is Hurraumh'ii by h round wnlhd enclosure. It faces 
the cast, mid in in plan almost exactly like the PittaM temple. It was nipt, 
how- ver, a rhnrnnt/kl>, but a ftiiMffpwtdrogtd, temple. This is doubtless seen 
from the different dosses of girds and goddesses sculptured at tho earners of the 
wall* neat’ the top of the interior. Near the western door of the shrine is 
a fallen sculpture with an inscription on it. It is dated V, 3. 15(0 ami 
epenks of one Quiuda aa having caused to b« made the pedestal (parikara) of 
Yu^adidevu, i. e. f Itiahabhadeva in (the temple of) Snmav&iar&na, Thin shows 
that llit* tiiimurmaraiia, i, e. t the Kirrit 3 tin rum in question, was of the first 
tiff hath in >‘(t.

10, Not fur from Oolcra is what is known os the Bavandcvlatii temple. 
It must have been so colled on account of the filly.two cells that originally 
surrounded the niam shrine. But of these only forty-four now exist. The plan 
of this tempi* i* in no way different from the many largo Jaina temples found 
|-Wwhere. Besides it is without ornamentation of any interesting kind (Photos- 

L Nm ii007-S). 

11, There arc many other both smalt mid large temples, mostly Jaina, 
standing on various hillocks hero nud there. Em none of them arbof any 
importance except two. Quo of these last is thus described by Tod: “ The 
design of this temple is truly classic. It consists only of the sanctuary which 
has a vaulted dome and a Colon muled portico all round. The architecture is 
undoubtedly .Tamil, which is ao distinct in character from the Bmhmatucal as 
thdr religion. There is a chaste ness and simplicity in this specimen of 
monotheistic wnrshiji, affording a wide contrast to the elaborately sculptured 
shrines of the Saivas, and other polytheists of India. The extreme want of 
decoration best attests its antiquity, entitling us to attribute it to that period, 
when Sumpriti Baja, of tluj faintly of Cliunlngapta, wuh paramount sovereign 

OVur all these region* (two hundred years before Christ).Tho 

proportions and forma of the columns are especially distinct from the oth .r 
tempji'S Wing slight and tapering instead of moasivs, tho general characteristic 
of liitidu architecture; while the projecting cornice:?, which would absolutely 
deforui ehafU less slight, are peculiarly indicative of the Takshnc orehifecct. 
Snmpriti was the fourth prince in descent from Chanilngupta, of the Jain a 
faith, and the ally oi l^eleucus, the Grecian sovereign of Bactriana.. 
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.... It is curious to contemplate the possibility, nay the probability, that the 

Jain temple now before the render may have been designed by Grecian artist a 
or that the taste rtf the artists among the Rajpoots may have been modelled 
after the Grecian ......... A massive monolithic emblem of black marble of 

the Hindu Jivapitri, had been improperly introduced into the shrine of the 
worshippers of the Spirit alone. 11 Tori waa evidently in raptures over this 
temple. This is undoubtedly what ta locally known as the Nllakantlia temple 
(Photos. Nos, SOUS*4), It appears to have been left in nn unfinished condition. 
No portion of the carving therein shown any special indication of its pertaining 
to either Jain* or Hindu religion. But as the .shrine bus four doors, this may 
perhaps be taken as an indication of its originally having been erected as a 
Ghautni* kh or Samiinwaraiiu temple, The lift pa now'msulted therein is, of course, 
a modem thing. Tod, however, is Quite wrong in ascribing this temple to B. C. 
200. The style of its pillars closely resembles that of Tejab | Ala's to tuple at 
Dilvadn on Mount Abu, The construction of the temple cannot Ums possibly 
be placed earlier than the 13th century A, D., and probably was even lu.ter than 
this. 

12. The other temple that remains to be noted is the one near the Kata 
put and also not far from that of Nilokaiftha. With regard to it, Tod ways its 
follows; u There waa another sacred structure in its vicinity, likewise Jama, but 
of a distinct character ; indeed offering a perfect contrast to that describe A It 
was three stories in height; each tier was decorated, with numerous massive low- 
columns, renting on a sculptured panneled parapet, and sustaining the roof of 
each story, which being very low, admitted lint a broken light to break the 
pervading gloom,” This is no doubt what is colled Bedi, but it is not a .Faina 
temple. It ia said to have been built by BhiuY Kumbha probably in com¬ 
memoration of his completion of the fort fortifications, when ho offered a 
sacrifice (Photos, Nob, 3014-15). 

13. After a stay of six days we left KumbhaIgadh, and descended to the 

ftBdIllj plains below by the Ghiincrav not. How precipitous 

nnd hazardous it is to cross this ndf has been vividly 
described by Tod, Every other day the fult trivia plica bet ween Katlwndn and 
Ghaijerav, exchanging ghee for grains, and not {infrequently one of their pack 
bullocks or camels is heard of ns having slipped nnd been rushed headlong into 
the abyss below, 0nr next place of destination was Nadlai to which we 
proceeded da Desuri, Nhdliii is now a small village; yet not less than sixteen 
temples, more or less old, ere found hem. Most of them, however, are -I a in a, 

14. On the cast of the village are the remains of an old fort said to have 
been built by the Sonigarus (Photo. No, 3029). The fort hill in called 
Jaykal, and is regarded as mere.! by the Jaina* os &atrufijaya. Within the 
precincts of the fort is a Jnina temple dedicated to Admiitlm" On the seat of 
the image i« engraved an iinscriplum which is dated Saturday, the 8th of the 
bright half of VAl&ikba of V. S, 1939, and refers itself to the reign of Mslifrriiija 
Jagntaimhaji. It then speaks of the rebuilding, by the whole Jnina community 
of Narfulni (Nftrllai), of the temple which was originally erected by Sftmnrati, 
who must be supposed to be the grandson of Aaoka, the hero of Jaina traditions 
and legends. The date, however, refers to the installation of the image of 
Adinathn, who is called maia-nAs/aha here, by Vijayosiuihasuri of the Tupagach* 
ehha, 


15. On the top of the hill is the temple of Vaijanatha Mnh&deva, quite a 
modern erection. In front of it are two sculptures of kamaln-pujA, t. e, t of 
persons cutting off their beads and offering them to the god. Further on, on a 
peak on the north-east is what is called Qorakh-madhl, which is divided into two 
compartments. In one are the p&dukda of Dattatreya and an ash pit where 
Goraklinath performed religious Austerities. In the other compartment is the 
sculpture of a trident worshippefl as JLinglaj maid. It waa at this place that 
Pandit Sivdnnji, who after warily became guru to Maharaj Jasivnritsingbji, 
p< ; rffirmeil smeeticiam. On the southern peak of the hill is a life-si^o figure of an 
elephant with a rider mounted on it. It was set Up by Abhayrninji Medtia, 
who was a jnhngirddr of NadlaL He purchased many elephants one after 
another, but they died soon after they were brought. Hu,

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18. This temple of Adinatha is, as said above, on the west of and outside, 

II. the village of Nadlai. It faces the east, and at the entrance are two elephants 

made of mortar, one on each side (Photo. No. 3025). In plan it is almost the 
same as many Jaina temples of note. Here the aabhdmandapa is, however, on 
the same level with the gudhamandapa, and the part of the court-yard which is 
behind the shrine is empty and without any subsidiary cells (Photos. 
Nos. 3026-7). The north and south corridors, again, over and above the cells 
along which they run, have two shrines in the centre, one on each side. In the 
sabhdmandapa, between its domical roof and the entrance of the gudhamandapa, 
are six piliars, supporting four lintels, which are engraved with five inscriptions 
(Inscrs. Nos. 2399-2400). The earliest of these bears the date Samvat 1187 
Phdlguna audi 14 Guruvdra, and records a grant made to Mahavira, the god of 
the guild (deti) belonging to Shamderaka gaehchha. It was bestowed by a Cbahu- 
maua (Chohan) named V iriisaraka, son of Papayara, and consisted of one-fourth of 
the palaa of oil at the oil-mill of Morakara. Morakara is obviously Morkha, about 
ten miles south-west of Nadlai. (The remaining four inscriptions refer themselves 
to the reign of the Chahamana king Rayapala, and range in dates from V. S. 
1189 to 1202. One of these specifies a gift by his queen Amnaladevi and his 
sons Rudrapala and Amritapala. It was of two palikds out of the palaa due to ' 
the royal family from each oil-mill, and was made on behalf of the Jatis of ?. 
Naduladagika (Nadlai). Two register the grants of a feudatory of Rayapala | 
named Thakura Rajadeva doubtless the same as that mentioned in the epigraph 
in the temple of Jadvaji. The fourth, which is dated V. S. 1200, speaks of him 
as holding Naduladagika (Nadlai), and then says that the mahdjanas, bankers, 
of Nadulai, after meeting'iu an assembly, made some donations for the temple of 
Mahavira. The donations consisted of some fractions of the various commodities 
in which they dealt. 

19. It will be seen from these inscriptions that all the benefactions 
recorded therein were made to the god Mahavira. The conclusion is, therefore, 
irresistible that the temple was originally predicated to Mahavira, and not to 
Adinatha as at present. The inscriptions again pertain to about the middle of 
the 12th century, and the pillars of the pot and foliage type, which are to be seen 
in the aabhd, and the gudha, mandapa, should be assigned to this period. They 
are exactly of the same style as those of the temples at Sunak, Sander, and other 
places in Gujarat. The image of Adinatha appears to have been first installed 
in V. S. 1557 (A. D. 1501), as an inscription in the audhamandapa referred to 
above, informs us*(Inscr. No. 2398). This is incised on a pilaster below two 
footprints, which are of Yasobhadrasuri and with obeisance to which the record 
commences. Then is given the date, which is Samvat 1557 varshe Vaisdkha- 
mdse sukla-pakshe ahaahthydm tithau $ukravdaare Punarvaau-Eiksha-prdpta 
Chamdra-yoge. This is followed by a pattdvali of the Samdera gachcha. The 
founder of this gaehchha was Yasobhadrasuri, son of addhtt, i.e., sdhukdr, 
Yalovira and Subhadra. His successor was Salisuri, the ornament of the 
Cbahumana family and the favourite of the goddess Badari. This order of 
succession is taken up to $amtisuri, to whose ecclesiastical reign the inscription 
refers itself. Then is set forth the genealogy of the Mewar dynasty. Of the 
earlier princes only £iladitya, Guhadatta, and Khummana are named. Of the 
later, Hamira, Khetasiha, Lakhamasiha, Mokala, and Kumbhakarna. The son 
of the last was Rayamalla, to whose reign the inscription refers itself. Then we 
are told that through the orders of Prithviraja, the eldest son of Rayamalla, the 
installation of the image was caused to be made by the bhamddria Siha and 
Samada, joined by their brothers Karmasi, Dhara, Lakha and so forth. They 
were sons of Sadula and grandsons of Sayara, and Sayara is said to have 
belonged to the tTkeSa community, to the Raya-Bhariiddri gotra, and to the 
family of Duda, son of rdula ^ri-Lakhana. In other words, to use the modern 
phraseology, Sayara was an Osval by caste and a Bhamdari by khdthp. Now, 
the Bhamdaris of Marwar say that they are the descendants of Rav Lakha?, 
Chohan of Nadol, and that they were converted ,to Jainism by Jasabhadrasiiri. 
And we have just seen that Sayara, who was a Bhamdari, and was through 
Duda a descendant of rdula Lakhan. There can hardly be a doubt that this 
rdula Lakhan is the same as Rav Lakhan of the tradition, aud we thus see that 
the present tradition was current even so early as A. D. 1500. Again, the 




tradition mys that the Bhaihd&rja were made Jainas by- Jn&bhadraauri, i. e» 
xjwobUadraaiiri, It baa been stated above that the present inscription begins 
withol^tpAiiee to \nioblmdtasuriband that th& patt&cali giv^n thGreftfWis also of 
thebamlera^toAte originated by him. The imago in the temple, again, was 
installed by Uvarwran, who was of Yatobhndrasurha oaokahha. The inscription 
thus also supports the tradition that the Bhatfidaris were somehow intimately 
connected with the Sariidem r/achohha founded by YaJobhadraftHr5.

29. This brings us to the close of my tour in April 1908. Touring was 
Bombay. again resumed in November following. Our work 

this season commenced with Bombay, where I photo¬ 
graphed certain sculptures in the Town-Hall, which are interesting from an 
monographic point of view. hile I was in Bombay at the house of my brother 
Professor Bhandarkar, a certain Jaina Jati from Bikaner had come with ten 
leaves of an old manuscript from a bhanddr there to get them deciphered. The 
letters were written in gold, and the leaves decorated with variegated ornaments 
Neither ray brother nor I myself was able to read them. At my fequest they 
were allowed to remain with us, and I photographed two of them (Photo. 
No. 3223). The same day I met a Gujarati Jaina tahukar at the Bombay 
Asiatic library. The leaves had been previously shown to him also by the Jati. 
The latter wanted to sell them for Rs. 100 per leaf, and the former was willing 
to buy them at that rate for his sddhu t but ho was desirous to know whether 
the leaves were, in any way, connected with the Jaina religion. I was sorry 
I was not able to satisfy him on this point. Leaves of precisely the same kind 
were seen by me two years ago at Jodhpur in a bhanddr belonging to tfrnji Jati. 
The same Jati told me that he had several such at Udaipur in his bhanddr. 
The characters were for long suspected to be old Pahlavi. But a Buddhist 
friend of mine Dharmanand Rosambi, to whom I showed a photo, assures me 
that the leaves are in Burmese character, that they relate to the ordination 
ceremony described in the V inaya-pitaka, and that such leaves are found in 
numbers in Burma. 


JODHPUR STATE.

30. From Bombay I proceeded to Barkana in the Desiiri district, and 
Barkana. resumed my tour in Marwar. Barkana is one of the 

pa?iclia~tirtha* with the Jainas in Marwar and Guja¬ 
rat. I tried to visit it last touring season, as I wanted to see them all in 
succession. But as the seasou was over, I had to allow it to stand over till 
the next touring season. Here is a temple dedicated to Parsvanatha. The 
pillars of the sabhdmandapa are of the same style as those of the Chaumukh 
temple at Kanpur (Photos. Nos. 3230 and 3232), and the temple itself cannot 
be earlier than the 16th century. In the shrine porch are several sculptures 
peculiar to Jaina mythology. One is of Nandiharadvipa. The other repre¬ 
sents the Girnar and Satrufijaya hills, an almost exact copy of the sculpture 
at Ranpur (Photo. No. 3231). In the corridor cells are quite modern images 
set up only fifty years ago by the mahdjans of Bijova. 


31. The antiquities of Ajmer have already been so ably and fully des- 
cribed by antiquarians like Cunningham and others 
r ' that very little remains to be said regarding them. 

One remark may, however, be made with regard to the Adhdi-dln-kd-jhopdd. 
Tod was the first to start the erroneous idea that the mosque was built from 
the materials of a Jaina temple. Mr. Cousens was, however, the first to 
explode this theory. “ There is not a fragment,” he says “ of a Jaina temple 
to be seen, but on every hand are mutilated images, some rather interesting, 
of Brahmauical temples. It was from here that the two inscribed tablets were 
removed to the Lucknow Museum, which contain portions of two Sanskrit 
Brahmanical plays in which Siva, Gauri, Arjuna and others are introduced.” 
The plays have now been edited, and we know their names to be Lalita-Vicjra- 
hardja and Harakelj-ndtaka. The first was composed in honour of the king 
Vigraharajadeva of Sakaiubhari, and the second was composed by the latter 


himself. And as the date of one of these inscribed plays is T. S. 1210, there 
cannot be a doubt ns to this Vigralwraja Wing Yl^niharaja-Vmladeva of the 
imperial Ohahamfink dynasty. This naturally ndsaa the presumption that the 
original torn pie from whose materialu the mosque was construe tea was il robin a- 
nice! and that Vigrohninja wow somehow connected with it. The latter point 
acquires certainty by the fact that in the walla of two. small atair*cnsej> aWu 
tin tttihfiib nre two lines#, each containing the words : Xrt-f 'ignharaja-dw, >a 
M rtfam-tiyatnvam, i, it, the temple wns constructed by the king Sri-Yigrwlm- 
tftja. This settles die matter beyond nil doubt. The original temple which 
supplied materials for building the Mosque was one raised by the Chahamana 
sovereign Yigfitbaru jo. One more slab and fragmouts of two others were altiO 
found there, ami have now been removed to the Museum by Pandit Gauri- 
tdiankar I >jlm. Of ih«w« (lie fragments are umrw important. And ol the lutter 
one (laser. No, 2433) seems to be an initial part ol d slab. In it iMKiM ihn 
number 1, obviously of’the first verse, and the number is preceded by the word 
pratftwtit Similarly in 1. 5 limy he traced the words Sr>*Chdhmnfhi(t iti bhnm- 
pad It. All these points pieced together show that the slab contained a pratiasti 
or panegyric of the Cbahatnaua family. On another frognmnt of this fiqriea 
hut of another stab, the tinmo Yigmharuja is distinct. Coupling this with the 
find that the pin vs hen found are connected with this king, the conclusion 
is not unreasonable that thi* panegyric alno was written in Vigrahorajas time 
and j- pec tally to extol him just as the MiimAdera prttiktsU of KtimalgJidh wa* 
composed in honour oflthnn Kumbha. 1 n other fragments, names id princes 
of other dynasties such as kauibrapnla, Smdhuruja, Natuvarink nod no forth 
ure met with. TJieao must have been mentioned ns princes, with whom tho 
dlftluimanas wore at war. Of the uauies of pi ices, that which occurs oftenest 
is Ajaynmeru, i. <?., Ajmer. 

32. The other slab which is spoken of as having been originally found 
in the A d/oil-dm- kA-jhoptlti nnd as now- removed to the Ajmer Museum is 
principally devoted tu the eulogy of Nadiya na (laser. No. 243*0. The ending 
portion i praises tin; snn and apparently describes some royal family of the solar 
rare. Tim fuller details of them had Txkm probably sut iortk in the secoud 
dab. which is now lost.

33, The object of great interest to an antiquarian at Ajmer is now' the 

Muacum that h;n het'ti established there for the whole ol Itajputami. The 
stale that has benefitted the Museum mud. in Jodhpur, which lias presented it 
with nil the imjeriptinn stonua except nuo that had been collactcd in we Tnuedrikk 
3/eMmn by such painstaking persons as Munulii Devtprns&d nnd Jodii Aidanji. 
The copper-pint j; grant of the unpin ini Pratthara Blmjadeva T, published by 
Prof. Kn lhurn in Ep. Ltd. VoL V., p. £11 ft, which is- of importance in more 
than one way, and was a gem of the Tntmrtkh Jlchkma, has al*n been transfer red 
to tlio Ajmer Museum, ft is to be sincerely wished that the example yf 
Jodhpur will be followed by other States, such us Udaipur, Jlialrapiitiiii and so 
lorth. 11 ut hoped that i’.iitdie Gauri.dmnknr Ojita, who is in charge of the 
antiquarian section of the Museum, will spare no pains in making it useful iu all 
branches of Indian uroh neology epigraph io, numismatic, and iconograpliic. Hu 
bos already discovered und brought in three inscriptions, not known before, and 
has in ado a present, to the Museum, of an inscription stone belonging to ldqi. 
This last epigraph iInner, No. '2430) is important far fhu ancient history of 
Mewiir, niid noantiquariau can be too grateful to him, knowing bow ho saved 
It fr<nu th' hands id Bhila and al»in of Brahmans of Vw-sa, into whose possession 
it went, and who thought that it would furniak eonio clue to the whereabouts

attested by the 5amo]i inscription, which also furnishes a specific date 
far him. 

34. Fa tit! it Gaurishankar was also successful in securing Four new 
inscriptions for his Museum. Two of these are interesting (losers, Nna, 2431-2), 
They wore brought from ArHiunfi by him. One Arthuna inscription dated 
V. S. 1136 has been noticed by Frof. Kualhorn in M Ant, Vol. XXI I, p r 
80. H belongs to Chiiimm-Wnja of the Faramfinv family. Of the new ones 
found, one is of the time of this ChamundnriYja arid the other of bin sou 
VijayrtrnjtL. The former unfortunately is not dated, and records the erection of 
a temple in Ariittiimtka (Artlmriii) called Han $ vara after the builder Unxi, who 
was of a family of tJie goldsmith caste emigrated from Chltrakutn, The other 
i* dated FikramtHManimt 1166 Faisakh? nidi 3 [Sojwftf, etui speak* of the 
imago of 'V'fifahabhaniUha as having been caused to he in smiled in U ttuiiaku 
(Arthuna) by one Bhusbapa, a Xiigar luiniu origin idly of t nlnpiitaka. 

35. There is one more sculpture yet in this Museum which deserves to 
be noticed. It was originally at Bayana in the Tahril, uud has now been 
removed to the Ajiiicr Museum in accordance with the directions of the 
Direotor-Goncnil of Archaeology. It is thus described in hi* inspection note: 
“ It is a rectangular -fUtL. measuring 20' x KT, sculptured along the top with 
u row of four animals being driven liy a man represented behind them. The 
significance of this scene is not apparent, hut it seen is to have been intended 
us soma hort of a tmingnla or benediction. "I'fiu inscription, which is engraved 
in chain Here of the seventh or eighth century, occupies the IuWer half ' of the 
surface, but is, unfortunately, too much damaged to allow of a connected 
transcript or translation. The first line contains a reference to a certain rdjd 
who resided at a place called Li^oiulnla, The second line says something about 
a son of one Dorgaditya and grandson of lho Chief of UUa (P). The ln*t line 
contains only one proper name, NngaJityn.’' In the fir-i pines, 1 do not under¬ 
stand what la meant by saying that tin* scene represented ou the sculpture is 
intended as a sort of a mangala. Secondly, the inscription is not too much 
damage!.! to allow of a connected transcript, and un impression of it taken by 
nit> has, ns a mutter of fact, enabled me to read almost the whole of it w ith 
certainty. Thirdly, it is not the rnjth who resided, but the event, which 
happened, not at LagoudaJa as stated, but at Pimpaln-Gamiirlnht, Funrl lily, 
what the second lino says is not about a non of Durgjbittya, but about Hurga- 
dityn himself. He Again is culled a grandson of Ukesv&rn, and not of the chief 
(lirwiro) pf Uka, Now, what the in.-criptioji informs us of U that during the 
reign of Sri-Nnyiin in the pUce called Piiiipaln-Gaushijoln, DurgJLditya, son of 
Vtdiaka and irrondson of Ukc^varo, was killed by certain robbers in dm capture 
of tho kine (go-ffrafaf), Nagndftp, s -n of Valaicha, is further mentioned, but 
how ho was connocted with Durgaditya is not clear. Fut certain it is that 
the four animals driven by a man ropresanted in the sculpture nre these cows 
and Durg&dUya, and it appears to have been intended as a memorial of a cattle 

.raid. 

36. In addition to the inscribed stones, some sculptures also have been 
stored in the Ajmer Museum. Two of these were photographed (Photos. Nt>*. 
3234-5), One is of ScshaSyt-Nftrnyann, L ff, Namyaija reposing on fvesha, 
with his feet slmmpooed by iris consort Lfikshmi, and with a lily issuing from 
hie navel from which sprung Brahma. The other is a curious image. It is of 
Some deity with nine heads and fifty-four hands and trampling upon a human 
being. Bat the divinity is unidentifiable. 

37. From A jin or I went to Amra in the Sojat district, Jodhpur State, 

and two miles from the railway station of that mime 
Au ' ra ' on the A him:dabiid- Ajmer line. The existence of an 

old temple here had Imen reported to me In-t year, and I ^riEml this opportunity 
of visiting the place. £ was glad to find that I was not disappointed. Hero 
X- is a 9th century temple, which i$ interesting in more Hum one way. It i» called 
the temple of Kuumsvara, and faces the west. The pillars of the &Kbh<umut<iaj)(i 
arc of the same pattern as those of some temples at Gain (Fhotn Na 3235). 
The lack of profuse decoration and the two varieties of chequer ornament which 
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arc visible on the exterior distinctly point to the same conclusion (Photo. 
No, 3237), The spire, though now broken at the top, was aim oat exactly the 
same an that of the temple of Korn in Catch, deteribod by Dr. Burgee* in 
Arch, Stiru. ff't’d. Inti. Vbk II, p. 212111 The triangular ornament of what 
the people call horse-khoe forms is esj>ecially worthy of note, 

33- In the Babhdmwitlapa four inscriptions were found bv us engraved 
on pillars. The earliest of these has the date : Sank vat it 1132 Amayiria Amd- 
Sun inline, It then npcaka ofa grant to the god ** Knibyesvaru " 
by Khi(Ji)iiidnpiiJa, son or An alula, Although no titles are conjoined to 
his name, there cun be no doubt that Jindrapahi i$ to be identified with the 
Smiigm-'i prince of that name. Another inscription is dated Samviftt 11G8 
PhBguna vadi 13 Aditn-dine, and specifies the gift of one hamha of oil tor the 
god Kttmeivara by Dusulndevn, son of Vijnyapala. The third inscription gives 
the date Sumeahi 1233 Amuju rrtrfi / littdfui-dine, and records the donation 
of one dramat * for each hala of soil to the god Kiuhvcsvara by mnnfai Iviika, 
son of Sonnpnlu. 

39, Lineally this temple is noted for the clulndJ or self-immolation of the 
Chhrniis. It took place in V. S. 1643 (A. D, 1586) during the regitnd of 
U day Singh alio# Alula-raja (lit- corpulent king). Twenty years previously 
when Rav Chandersen surrendered the fort of Jodhpur to the Mojjhuls, lie sent 
away lias, s<indini to tin. 1 Siwfiu» fork. On the way the bullncks of one rath «r 
royal cart were quite exhausted. In tbo close vicinity there was a well belong 
lug to a Obama, where his bullocks were plying. The servants of the king 
seized these bullocks. The Clmran went into the village, and brought some 
people, who unyoked the bullocks and upturned the ruth. In that veil tele was 
sitting the mother of Mo^amja, whose hand was broken. But as at that time 
everybody « running away to save hts life, she did not mind this trJIW, via., 
her broken hand. In A. D. 1583, however, when Moth-rajfi uMriincd Jodhpur and 
tlic tamnd was brought back from Siwiii.ia, she showed her hand to him and 
insisted upon his taking soma steps against tile Charon who overthrew the cart. 
The king confiscated his land, and those, who were trying to intercede 
in his favour, were also deprived of their ja/idt/in. This created an agitation 
iu the Cha ran caste. About the close of 1535 when TTdayasiugh came to 
Sojat from t he Dckkan, ho confiscated the lands also of his brother IUma and 
his son Kalla. Thereupon no lesa than 11,000 Choreas nasetnblcd together 
in Auwa to commit chund f, and camped themselves round about the temple 
of Kame^vsra, on premise being given by Champa vat G-opitldas, fhdfcitr of Auwa, 
that he would see that they earned their resolution into efloot □nmoleatedL On 
hearing thin the king despatched, Akkbaji Borhafc from Sqjut to conciliate the 
Chant its. But when Akkbaji arrived, he, instead of executing the iniaskw 
with which lie was entrusted, joined his caste-fallows in their resolution. The 
king enraged scut rt scimitar to him with the message cur to gnir <j fail fair 
ge nur t»vk gutlitHne ghat kar mama: (Others will die by putting a weapon 
on their throats but you should die by putting it into y tur anna); and ordered 
his forces to march to Auwa and puntsh iho Charat^a. Thereupon the thdkur 
of Auwa promised to engage the royid forces in fighting till the Oh a rans finish¬ 
ed their cfahuli. The Charm is prepared a dish of #ird t partook plentifully of 
it, and spent the whole night in singing the hymns of Jogmaya. Fairly in the 
dawn the Dholl of Akkbaji was helped to climb to the top oi the spite, and 
was ordered to beat his drum when the first rays of the sun met hie eyes. Th»* 
Dholl, however, did not beat the drum, bub cut hU throat and threw hiiuaJf 
dow n when he beheld the first rays of the sun. All the Oharaua. midtratood 
the signal at once, seised their scimitars, and went inside the temple. Some 
pierced their throats with them and sprinkled Mahadeva with their blood, and 
others cut their throate and presented their bunds to the god. 

40. From Auwa J went to Jawaiia in the Deaurl district, to see the 
Jmvan4 temple of J a vales vara. There is nothing ancient 

about it, but since Inst year it lias attained much 
importance in couscqueuee of some excavation done there. When I came to 
the place, I was struck by the architecture of it, which, though modern, is 
distinctively Muhammadan (Fhoto, No, 3238). 1 wondered how this alone oi 

all others in Mar war partook of the Muhammadan style. But my wonder in- 
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creased when I learnt that the temple itself was constructed by Sutiir*, who 
were in the present cose not Hindus* as might be expected, but Sfuhwnmadans. 
The temple is quite plain, eonaiating of a shrine only. In front of llio nhrine 
is the bull NltndL It wan round about thin Nandi that a space of about tim 
feet was dug into to the depth of nearly seven feet. Tin* excavation* t am told, 
was carried on by Mr. O’DonuH, who was Political Agent of the Mnhl K;roth;i 
A gency but has "now retired from service. Ho ««-■' induced and afwi-ted bv the 
Kurbharl of the Manna'principality. The latter met me nt the M-invar Juno 
tion about the beginning'of February tons* The Karbhari was discussing with 
the other Officer some matters connected with the excavation that was to bo 
carried on, as I learnt two months after. He, however* afterwards regretted 
that he had not laid communication with me, For lie Inal secured a certain 
cop par-pi ate from a fonts originally oi Javalia and then settled in the Punch 
Mahals ; and it was on the strength of this record that he and Mr. CWDonell, T 
was infor me d, came forward to excavate the spot. The copjier-plate inscriptU u 
spoke of a concealed trmuHirn in the temple of Javahrirnm, whose exact amount 
idso was specified, But if an aimquurinjj had been commited, he would have at 
ouco told them that the inscription pretended to be dated V. S. 12D I, and yet wna 
written in quite mordent llunvhri characters, so that it could be easily read by 
any ordinary M&rw&rL The inscription was thus quite a (Wgory. The due to 
the spot of the treasure was therein afforded by the word* praihama~*opti™- 
i. e., the passage of the first stair* case. There was, however* but one stair¬ 
case, and consequently the significance of the word pmthama ta entirely lost. 
Again, they should have done the excavation some whore near the stair-case, but, 
strange to say, they thought fit tv* conduct it found about the Nandi. Tim 
upshot of the whole proct^-s was that it waa it much■n<Jo*nlxud-n«dimig, and 
tiio copper-plate is believed to have been forged by a Jati to extort money from 
the foaia. 

41, Vie next proceeded to SApdcrav owned by a jahagirddr of the 
Kuna vat lineage, u <?., of the kith and kin of the Matmmija of Udairmr. this 

is supposed to bo the original seat of the rihtunjrrnka 
Sanderav. gachcnha founded by Yaiobhodmsuri, te whom allu¬ 

sion has already been made in the description of Niidlai. It »a said that Yu3o 
bbtulrusilri toioo from Kathiawar when Yalabhi was sucked by tlie M kchdilii 
Invaders. Hia own favourite deity had advised him to quit the place before it 
was actually invaded. He bad been instructed to travel northward until he 
beheld the phenomenon of » bull fighting with a lion. YaScbbadrnsfn i came 
with hid gang of pupils to Snftdera v, and encamped hiiuxdf near it- tafdv or 
tank, when to hie surprise he witnessed a fight between a bull and a bon in 
which the latter was worsted, Ifi* deity’s word was fulfilled, lie settled hint- 
u nlf thorn, named the village Snndcrav after the aipd or bull that was victor¬ 
ious, and originated a new Juinu *ect called after the village.

Jalflr ern Mar war, It is situated nearly WO miles south of 

Jodhpur on the bunks of the Htikdi streamlet. It is 
a place of importance in Aliirwur, famous in former ages for the strength of 
its fort and the many long and gallant, sieges it withstood, defying the Mughal 
and other invader*. According to local traditions it was first built by tin; 
Para minis, and was afterward* the capital of the (.'Indian king*. They are 
thoroughly home out by the inscriptions found here. For the earliest inscrip¬ 
tion discovered at Jalor b that of a Paraumra king culled Viswla, and is dated 
Samctit H74 AttfubUm .ttali 5 Bftaume. It further informs us that. Mul In ru¬ 
de vl, queen of \ bain, furnished the temple of Sindliurujesvara with a golden 
cupoh. The names of six predecessors of Vlada are given, and, assigning a 
period of twenty years for each generaliou, it tiny ho stated that the Faramfira 
family had been n-igniug at Julor since J ‘20 years before Y. R. 1174, since 
A, Jj, 097. W hen the place wont into thu peuseadon of the Cbibawanas is 
not exactly known, hut curtain it is, as the Sitedim hill inscription tells us. 
that it wna Ivutipdla, who removed the ChuhniiiirEiu capital from Node! to 
Jabidijiura, *. e, Jalor, For Kjrtiphla no date has yet been found, but as the 
last date for his predecessor Kclhnnn is V. S. 1336 and the earliest for bis 
successor Samar,isimha b V. 8, I2J9, he reigned somewhere between V. S.
